JFEAK Am) UNFAITHFUL. 

The weakness of tho local Opposition 
was unpleasantly couBpiouous on ^Ved- 
nesday, when the delay" in calling the 
Committee on Public Accounts together 
was the subject of discussion. The 
<|ueruh)ua tone adopted by tho leader of 
the Opposition was, in a man in his jioai- 
tion, moat unseemly. It is the duty of 
the Oiijjoaition to keep a strict watch on 
the acts of tho Govoinment. The vigi- 
lance of its members should be unceasing 
and they should have the courage and 
the energy to oxpo.so whatever they aue 
wrong ill spito of every disdouragcment 
and every ditliculty. Over nothing ahould 
the Opposition oxerciso greater watchful- 
neaa than ovor the u.\pendituro of the 
people's moiiej'. It is, indeed, their prin- 
oijial duty to suo that tho money jiaid 
into the 'I'reaaury by tliu people ia alrictly 
accounted for and honestly expended. 
The Opposition that fails in this duty is

a defaulter to a largo amount the com- 
mittee would manage to whitewash his 
actions." This ia singular language for 
a leader of an 0pi)O3ition to utter. 
It is more like the wliiiiingof a scliool-boy 
brought to book for neglecting hisdiities 
than tho sjieoch of a sensible self- 
resiiocting man, occupying a ])osition of 
great ros|)onsibility. It is his duty to e.\- 
atnino tho public accounts most closely, 
and if hosoes anything wrong in them, to 
proclaim it loudly. When hohns exposed 
tho wrung, bis ruapoiiHibility ceases. If 
others cliooso to whitewash the oireiider, 
no part of the blame is bis. Hut when 
he refuses to look into tlie])iiblie accounts 
because he has not hitherto succeeded in 
convicting anyone of wrong-doinu', he 
takes U])on himself the greater part of tlie 
responsibiliiy for whatever errors they 
may contain, or whatever fraud thuy may 
hide. The policeman cannot be excused 
for going to bod when ho ought to be on 
his liOi'it liecHiise he lias never captured a 
burglar or eaiighl a murderer in the act. 
No matter how aal'e the Lmvn is, or in 
what ivay others ilo their duty, he must 
be at his post at the proper time. The 
leader of the Opposition who is so unfaith- 
ful as to allow the public accounts to pass 
without examination, is quite as much to 
blame as the lazy and careless police- 
niaii. 

It is just possible that he Li-ader of 
the Opposit ion has ipiiel 1 ex.aiuiiied the 
public accounts and iindin^ nothing wrong 
m thoin makes his former want of success 
in convicting any member of the (loveni- 
mcnt of being a defaulter, tho pretext for 
not undertaking a formal examination 
which he knows will result in nothing but 
credit to tho Government. IS'o one sup- 
poses I hat if either I\Ir. Heaven or Mr. 
Orant hail the remotest, suspicion that 
t liej' could convict any member of the 
(iiivernment of anything that had tho ap- 
pearance of fraud they would not eagerly 
and closely examine\ every item- in tho 
Public Accounts. There is something so 
]iiierile and so disingenuous in tho Lender 
of the Oppo.sirioii'a complaint that vve are 
surprised that he eould bring himself to 
make it'.. 1 1 is sonietliiiig extraordinary 
for a (.iovcrniiiei.t to Imd itself under the 
necessity of romindiug the ()|iposilion of 
I heir neglect of so important a duty as 
eiainining the public accounts. When 
they do so they show that they do not 
fear the result of a most xninutc examina- 
tion by their oiiponenta. The excuse that 
I lie cliairnian did not call the committee 
liigether i.s not a valid one for if the 
piisition wiM-o as desirouM of doing their 
duty as they ought to have been they 
would havo coinpellod the cliairnian to 
eonvone tho connnitteo earlier in the ses- 
sion. Wo are surprised at the slackness 
of the Leader of the Opposition and still 
more siii priacd at tho excuse ho baa given 
I'or that .slaekneas. 

jKh for the nieniber for Casaiar, who 
echoed his leader's com|)laint, we are not 
ntall suriirised that ho does not Ihisye.ir 
exhibit his usual eagerness to examine the 
Public Accounts of tho Province. Mo na- 
turally does not wisli to be reminded of 
his failure to see anything wrong in the 
accouiita of the city when they were so 
ImngliiiLdy cooked that the nioreat tyro 
ill accounts could ;!:.';cover the |iliiinest 
I'vidi'iice of fiaud in a ten iiiiiiutes' exaiii- 
iiinliou. Tho irregularities in the t-'ily 
Treasurcr'a accounts weru very far from 
being "mare's nests," but Mr. Orant 
could not aeo them when they were point 
ed out to him. After such an exhibition 
it is no wonder that he lights shy of the 
public provincial accounts.
